to  all  ‘'citizens,'*  irrespective  of  sex,  Ac. 
The  advocates  of  woman  suffrage  claim 
the  Chief- Justice  aa  a  believer  in  wo¬ 
man's  right  to  vote,  and  if  this  be  true, 
his  persounl  feeling  in  thematter  would 
not  influence  his  action  when  sitting  in 
a  judicisl  capacity.  The  decision  will 
be  looked  for,  with  interest. 

On  Saturday  last,  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  passed  a  bill  for  the  Equali¬ 
zation  of  Boantiefi.  This  bill  has  been 
pending  in  some  shape,  in  every  Con¬ 
gress,  since  the  close  of  the  war,  and  is 
in  every  sense  a\just  a  proper  act.  If 
passed  by  the  Senate,  it  will  take  out  of 
the  Treasury  over  thirty  million  of  dol¬ 
lars,  and  this  will  be  the  cause  of  its  de¬ 
feat  A  similar  bill  was  introduced  in 
tlie'Seuate  by  Senator  Logan  (already 
noticed  in  these  columns),  and  it  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  committee.  However,  there 
is  no  telling,  for  a  certaiuty,  what  the 
result  will  be,  considering  the  present 
critical  state  of  the  Republican  party, 
and  it  may  be  considered  a  political  ne¬ 
cessity  to  pass  it,  The  present  bill  gives 
every  soldier  eight  and  one-third  dollars 
per  month  for  the  time  he  served,  de¬ 
ducting  all  national  and  local  tyouuties 
from  the  sum  total.  The  widow  of  the

When 
this  thing  is  proposed  in  earnest,  it  is 
well  to  rcmemWr  that  about  niity  years 
since,  tbe  Potomac  bore  ou  its  placid  bo 
40m  a  number  of  British  war  vessels, 
which  made  thiugs  “warm"  in  this  vicin¬ 
ity  for  a  time,  and  compelled  the  Presi¬ 
dent  to  take  to  his  hevl*  to  get  out  of 
reach  of  shot  and  shell.  It  was  demon 
strated  during  the  rebellion  that  a  fleet 
of  war  vesseD  can  mu  by  any  Fort,  and 


the  establishment  of  thre* 
or  four  experimental  schools,  instead  of 
one.  While  he  is  not  prepared  to  argue 
its  adoption  as  \  permanent  part  of  pri¬ 
mary  school  instruction,  he  believes  that 
the  system  contains  many  invaluable  ele¬ 
ments  which  should  be  applied  univer- 
sallv  in  the  first  stages  of  school  educa¬ 
tion.
